A LESSON IN PATRIOTISM: 


HOW A PORTO RICAN TOWN LEARNED 


TO SALUTE OUR FLAG. 


The Spontaneous Tribute Paid to a Small, 


"Weather-Faded Edition of the Stars 
and Stripes—The Natives Were Quiclc 
to Catch On to tbe Custom. 
Travelers returning from abroad are 


often heard to speak of tbe JOT they 
liaTe felt on beholding the Stars and 
Stripes floating over a consulate or 
flying from the peak of an American 
merchantman in foreign -waters. How 
the appearance of the same ensign in 
"the enemy's country" and in time of 
war was greeted is the purpose of this 
tale. 


Early one morning in August, re- 


lates a correspondent of the Xe\v York 
Times, two regiments of volunteers, 
one of -which was the historic Sixth 
Massachusetts Infantry, the first to 
Tolunteer in 1861, and the other the 
Sixth Illinois, set oat from Ponce, 
Porto Rico, on a march -which was to 
take them across tiro mountain ranges 
fco the Atlantic Coast, the objective 
point being the town of Arecibo. The 
two regiments were brigaded under 
the immediate command of Brigadier- 
General Garretson, while the veteran 
Brigadier-General Guy Y. Henry had 
command of the expedition. 
As a 


starter it- was decided to end the first 
clay's march at the terminus of the 
military turnpike, eleven miles north- 
west of Ponce. At nightfall the head 
of the column reached the camping 
place, while the rear guard was five 
miles back. 
Unfortunately the op- 


pressive heat and the heavy grades 
told so on the ox teams -which were 
carrying the rations and tentage that, 
save for such food as the men brought 
np from the cart train, the brigade 
was in a fair -way to go to bed hungry. 
Xobody did, however, and when the 
Bun rose in the morning its first rays 
fell on a camp thrilling with the life 
that is the result of an abundant 
though plain supper 
and a good 


night's rest. 
From this camp it was 


decided to limit the day's march to 
five miles in order that the tired oxen 
might catch up. Porto Kicau draught 
cattle, however, are not particularly 
energetic, and -when dark came, after 
an afternoon of soaking rain, 
the 


troops bivouacked in the grounds of a 
coffee plantation, were still far from 
the base of supplies, and, worse yet, 
had for beds the soft ooze of the camp 
ground or the wet guinea grass of the 
plantation pasture. Foraging parties 
had to be organized, and until nearly 
midnight gangs of men clad in the 
butternut overalls 
of the Massa- 


chusetts troops or the khaki of the 
Illinois 
regiment could be 
seen, 


trudging through the mud of the road, 
each, carrying boxes of hard tack, 
sacks of eoSce or sugar, and sides of 
bacon. Supper that night came nearly 
being the breakfast of the next day, 
so late was it served, but it was wel- 
come, and it sufficed. 


In the meantime General Henry had 


gone ahead to the little town of of Ad- 
juntas, eight miles north, where it 
was decided to go into camp for two 
days. Adjnatas, a week previouly, 
had ignominiously capitulated to Gen- 
eral Hoy Stone.two Signal Corps men, 
and four newspaper correspondents, 
and was then, so its inhabitants 
thought, American territory. General 
Henry and his staff had gone into caiup 
in the plaza, where they and their 
great horses and mules were the cen- 
tre of much amusement and wonder 
for the towspeople. 


The Alcalde of the place, whose 


name I have forgotten, had obtained 
in some Tray a small, weather-faded 
American flag, and in the fulness of 
his joy at the appearance of the com- 
mander or the invaders, had hoisted it 
over the Alcadia, or municipal build- 
ing, instead of the yellow and gold 
banner under which he had served for 
years. 


To go back to the hungry, -weary 


marchers. 
After breakfast on the 


third morning from Ponce a great 
clattering of hoof was heard, and, 
•while every one -was wondering what 
it meant, a long line of mules driven 
by men of the Western type which 
Frederic Remington depicts so well, 
appeared at the crest of the hill, and 
a cavalry lieutenant dashed up to 
General Garretson to tell him that the 
mules would carry his pnmsions on 
to Ad juntas, to which point General 
Henry wanted the brigade to hasten. 


Dinner over, order were given for 


the eight-mile march, -which was most- 
ly down hill, and 4 o'clock found the 
head of the column, the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts, entering the town, Colonel 
Edmund Rice, the nevr commander, 
siding in front. 
Through the long, 


muddy street leading to the plaza the 
men trntnpecl, 
each congratulating 


himself tliat one stage of the inarcli 
was ov< r. Even the bandsmen, usually 
slow of movement, brightened and 
the drums beat a little harder and 
fifes sounded a triilc siuill^r in p-are

As yet the men in the ranks had 


seen nothing except the low, red-tiled 
roofs and the crowds of swarthy na- 
tives. On and on they marched until 
the first company came almost abreast 
of the little building with its grimy 
ensign. Then, with a unanimity that 
was almost perfect, the hundred men 
broke into a cheer, thrice repeated, 
while every hat was doffed. 
As each 


company passed the flag these cheera 
•were repeated and the salutefgiven, 
much to the amazement of the natives, 
•who had had never heard an Ameri- 
can soldier's cheer before. 


The lesson in patriotism was quick- 


ly learned, however, for the next 
morning as I sat on the piazza of the 
little Hotel Frances, I noticed that 
every time a native passed that starry 
nag *he doffed his hat. 
Perhaps he 


didn't know why he did it, but he 
knew it was an American custom, and 
that was sufScient.

Gesture* Witli a ileanine Understood by 


Every Tribe From Guatemala to Texas. 
Mexico is a land of many tongues; 


but above the Indian dialects and 
Spanish there is one universal lan- 
guage—the language of signs. It is 
the most expressive of all; the Mexi- 
can eye and hand are eloquent mem- 
bers. It is capable of infinite varia- 
tion; its shadings and suggestions are 
beyond all translation.

Oatmeal Scones. 


These are largely used by the Scotch 


peasantry in place of bread, and are 
baked on a griddle suspended over 
au open fire. A frying pan over a slow 
fire may be substituted for a griddle. 
Take two pounds of oatmeal, a table- 
spoon of salt, a tablespoon of lard 
and enough water to make a stiff 
dough, 
Kiib the lard into the oat- 


meal and add the salt and -water. 
In

TTalklnsr Fish of the Indian Sea. 


The "walking fish" is a very odd, 


grotesque-looking creature, which ap- 
pears rather to be the composition of 
human ingenuity that a being actually 
existing. It is a native of the Indian 
seas. In this fish the carpal bones, 
that Is, the bones which represent the 
wrist In man, are very greatly length- 
ened, and at their extremity are placed 
the pectoral fins, which are short, stiff 
and powerful, the pointed rays re- 
sembling claws rather than fins. These 
prolonged fins enable them to walk 
along wet ground almost like quadru- 
peds. The Doras, a South American 
fish, is known to travel overland in 
quest of fresh waters, when its pools 
are dried up by the sun's heat, Dr. 
Ganther tells us that "these journeys 
are occasionally of such a length that 
the fish spends whole nights on th« 
way, and the bands of scaly travelers 
are so large that the Indians who hap- 
pen to meet them fill many baskets 
with the prey thus placed in their 
hands." The climbing perch is an- 
other peculiar fish, which is in the 
habit of leaving the water for the land 
and climbing up some cf the trees 
which are found near. This it does by 
means of its tail and spiny fins.

Undoubtedly the most profitable and 


most popular of all the tinny tribe 
handled in fish markets today is the 
codfish. 
Codfish delivered on the 


stalls of the market alive are worth, on 
an average, double the price of the 
dead fish, and the demand consumes 
all the stock as fast as it is received. 
The fish lauded alive are transferred 
from the trawls on the fishing banks 
into the smacks specially fitted with 
"wells" io receive them. 


The codfishing grounds visited for 


the purpose of supplying the New 
York market lie between Fire island 
aad Baruegat, and the time consumed 
iii making a catch is generally from 
four to sis days, depending on the j 
weather and the abundance of fish. ,\ 
The codfish are caught on trawls— j 
long lines with hooks along their en- ' 
tise length, at distances of 
fouV feet - 


apart, and each smack is provided ; 
with ten Trawls. 
| 


The lines are paid ont from a keg or j 


buoy, anchored at each eud,the hooks 
baited with bits of clam, and left un- 
disturbed for several hours. 
The 1 


fishing is done in dories, containing 
two men each, and is often a danger- 
ous and tedious operation, as the work 


heavier fish, and,until its poorer qual- 
ities are discovered, may bring to the 
seller a better price, but the effect of 
this form of cure is that in our own 
country there is less demand for salted 
codfish as an article of food than there 
was 10 or 15 years ago. The introduc- 
tion of refrigerator cars and other 
methods of keeping fresh the various 
kinds of fish has, of course, been the 
means of increasing the sale of fresh 
codfish, but the cured codsfih business 
has been seriously hurt." 


Apart from its importance as an 


article of food, codfish furnishes to 
medical science an oil which has won 
world-wide reputation as a medicine 
and food in pulmonary and other 
wasting diseases, where its highly 


] nutritive properties give it 
great 


] value. The oil is tried out of the 


liver, and goes through several pro- 
cesses of refining before it is ready for 
the market.—New York Times.

There are but about a dozen smacks, 
large and small, engaged in the cod- 
fishing, and the total landings of these 
do not aggregate more than 2-3.000 
fish each weak, a portion of which only 
are kept alive. 


The greater part of the market supply 


is obtained from Boston, Gloucester 
and other Xew England fishing ports. 
The average daily receipts daring the 
year do not fall far short of 400 boxes, 
holding 500 pounds of fish each. The 
fish come closely packed in the cases, 
and as illustrating the importance of 
fresh codfish, it may be mentioned j 
that sales from this market are made | 
to consumers in all the principal cities j 
as far West as Chicago and south to 
Washington. The fish are shipped 
by express, and each year the scope 
of the business is increasing. 


The cod is the most useful fish in 


the world. As an article of food, 
wholesome and substantial, either 
fresh, dried or salted, it forms one of 
the most valuable additions to the 
food resources of the world, and in 
this and other ways few fish are more 
serviceable to mankind. 


It is an enormously prolific fish, one 


female producing upwards of 9,000,- 
000 eggs, and is the most widely dis- 
tributed of any single species of the 
finny tribes. 
It is fonnd on this 


coast from Greenland toDe!av.-are,and 
in its capture there are engaged more 
vessels and men than iu any other 
single branch of the fishing industry, 
except, perhaps, the oyster fishery. 


Boston and Gloucester are the two 


principal ports iu this country from 
which the cod fishing is carried on, 
and the total landings at both places 
last year aggregated nearly 75,000,000 
pounds of fresh fish, besides several 
hundred thousand pounds of codfish 
salted in the vessels. 
From these 


figures, some idea of the 
extent 


of the 
fishery 
can 
be 
obtained. 


A large portiou of this immense yearly 
catch, is, of course, salted and dried, 
and distributed to all parts of the 
country in various forms, yet. in spite 
of this, the cod fishery has not been a 
pro Stable one for several years past. 


It resembles in the fish trade what 


the sale of sugar does in the grocery j 
trade—a species of business carried on ' 
upon the smallest fraction of return, 
and this is largely due to the ever in- 
creasing production of other varieties ] 
of fish that are procurable in the mar- 
kets, in which codfish used to he the 
king. 


Years ago the Gloucester and Boston 


fi=A dealers found a valuable outlet for 
':a!ed codfish in the West Indies, but 
that market has, during late years, 
been won over to the Canadian fisher- 
men. Shipments that were largely 
made from Boston are now chiefly 
sent from Halifax direct, or from New 
York, of Canadian fish sent in bond. 
This 
revolution has been brought 


about by reason of the fact that the 
curing of cod at Gloucester has under- 
gone a change which spoils the tish 
needed for a tropical climate.

New Game !Laws. 


A law has passed the Legislature mak- 


ing constables fire, fisb acd game war- 
dens. It will be their duty to enforce ali 
laws for the protection of game. g;ime 
birds, game mammals and insectivorous 
birds. 
Thbv will have authority to ar- 


rest without warrants any persons fsh- 
ing or hunting illegally and they may 
search any person believed to have fish. 
or same in his possession illegally or any 
illegal device. 


Upon conviction of any person the 


constable shall receive the usual fees and 
in addition the sum of §10, one-half of 
which shall be paid by the State and the 
other half by the county in which the 
violation occurs, but no one county shall 
devote more than $-300 to this purpose in 
aav one year. Any constable neglecting 
or refusing to carry out the provisions of 
the act upon information being lodged 
with him is made liable to a fine of & 
or imprisonment for two months.

Tbe Custom T» Ancient ami Is Carried on 


a* Amiably ms Its Nature Permits—Sa- 
luoau Clubs Replaced "by IVhite Meu'a 
Knives—Biblical View of the Subject. 
Head-hunting, although about the 


only English word for the thing, is a 
decided misnomer when applied to the 
Samoan procedure. The Sauioans are 
not at all head-hunters in the same 
sense as the Dyaks of the Malay seas, 
who set out on expeditions of which 
the distinct aim is to gather heads, 
and carefully dry the heads they have 
taken by suspending them iu smoke 
until sufficiently preserved to orna- 
ment the family roofiree. 


The Sainoaus take heads incidental- 


ly, merely to serve a temporary end 
as a measure of victory. 
After the 


heads have served this purrose they 
are never dried aad hung u»> for orna- 


iufi action, but it should be understood 
that these and all other laws of Samoa 
are to be taken in a purely Pickwick- 
ian sense and are not intended for 
use. 


There is one thing as to which the 


Samoan is set to the last edge of ob- 
stinacy. That is the Samoau custom. 
That is never open to argument, 
debate or alteration. Samoan fashion 
is good enough for all Sanioaus. If it 
is absurd they will grant the absurd- 
ity, bat they will continue the prac- 
tice. When a Samoan can bolster up 
a Samoan custom by chapter and verse 
from the Bible it is idle to thiok that 
he can be moved from his position.

Lovers of honey will be glad to hear 


that when Cuban matters are fairly 
settled and people return to their ag- 
ricultural activities one may expect to 
receive much honey from that island.

THE CONVERSION OF "CRUISER." 


How an American Tawed the 3fo»t Vi- 


cious Horse iu Knglaiitl. 


Under the title, "An Invincible 


Horse-Tamer," Lida P.ose McCabe 
rehearses in St. Nicholas the story 
of John S. Barey's career iu America 
and England as a breaker of colts aud 
tamer of vicious horses. 
His most 


conspicuous triumph vras the taming 
of Lord Dorchester's "Cruiser," forty 
years ago. The horse's temper had 
depreciated his value five thousand 
dollars. For three years he had been 
abandoned to himself. Tormented by 
huge bits loaded with chains, his head 
vras incased in a complication of iron. 
ribs aud plates, so that he had to pro- 
cure his food by licking it up with 
his tongue. Opposition and cruelty 
had made him a demon. He resented 
the approach of any one by fearful 
screams and yells of hate and fury. 
He snapped au iron bar, au inch in 
diameter, in two pieces with his teeth. 
The heavy plauks that formed his pri- 
son

kicked 
into 


splinters. 


"Cruiser, I think," said Lord Dor- 


chester, in his challenge, "would be 
the ri-rht horse ia the right place to 
try ~XLr. Rarey's skill; and the sooner 
the experiment is made, the better. 
If he c.ia ride Cruiser as a hack I 
guarantee him immortality aud enough 
readv money to make a British bank- 
director's mouth -water.1' 


"I will tell you," said Mr. Earey, 


in recounting this crowning incident 
of his career, "what happened at my 
first interview with Cruiser. I believe 
there is some cause for everything 
a horse does. He acts according to 
the impressions on his mind. Instead 
of throwing out a stick to frighten him, 
\vheu I first approached Cruiser. I 
threw open the door and -walked in. 
He was astonished at seeing this, and 
more so at my exhibiting no fear.

Karey's private in- 
structions, given in the riding academy 
of the Duke of "Wellington. 
Queen 


Victoria-was among the first to express 
joy at the regeneration of Cruiser, and 
to regret the hard tisage to which the 
horse had been subjected. 
Fre- 


quently, she caressed the beautiful 


. creature with her own hand. 
On the 


eve of the marriage of the Princess 
Eoyal, -Hr. Barer was invited by the 
Queen to give in the riding school at 
Buckingham Palace an exhibition be- 
fore the rojiil guests summoned to 
the wedding. The next day he was 
honored with an invitation to the wed- 
ding at St. James's Palace. 


Under the favorable influence of 


kind treatment, Cruiser rapidly im- 
proved in appearance. His rough, 
shaggy coat, was shed for one of the 
lustre of satin. 
Festive in a royal 


purple silk bridle, with, rosettes of 
gold filagree, and the look of a war 
horse in his high-bred nostrils, he 
followed his master through the capi- 
tals of Europe. Everywhere through- 
out his travels iu the Olu World 3Ir. 
Earey gave" free lectures aud exhibi- 
tions to cab and truck drivers. 
In 


his remarkable collection of souvenirs 
is a gold medal of wonderfully fine 
workmanship, presented to IMr. Earey 
by the Eoyal Society for the Preven- 
tion of Craeltv to Animals.
